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Row erupts over plans to 
extend nuclear reactor 



POWER: Is Dungeness set for new lease of life delaying closure plans?

A GREEN MEP has slammed an 
energy firm for attempting to change 
safety standards in an effort to 
extend the life of the nuclear power 
station at Dungeness. 

The Dungeness B reactor is 
currently scheduled to close in 2018. 

But now EDF Energy, which runs 
the site, says it is applying to allow 
greater flexibility on a key safety 
regulation. 

The suggestion has been blasted 
by MEP Keith Taylor who has 
demanded Dungeness be removed 
from EDF’s hands and the reactor 
decommissioned as planned, if not 
sooner. 

EDF intends to extend the life of 
the plant by allowing more wear and 
tear to the special metre-high bricks 
at the core of the station. They are 
used to line the reactor cores and 
help prevent radiation leaks. 

After decades of being ham¬ 
mered by violent radioactive 
energy, the bricks are slowly worn 
down and can crack. 

The level of that wear is closely 
monitored and subject to rules laid 
down by the Office for Nuclear 
Regulation (ONR). 


It says once a brick has lost 6.2 
per cent of its original weight, their 
life has ended and due to the 
nature of nuclear reactors, cannot 
be replaced. 

EDF has seen the elderly power 
station bricks reach 5.7 per cent, 
and now wants to extend their life 
to a point where they have lost 
eight per cent. 

Bur Mr Taylor says such a move 
would be dangerous. He said: “It’s 
highly worrying that EDF are 
attempting to lower a key safety 


standard. Safety limits are there for 
a reason, and re-writing these 
simply to keep the reactor online 
for another few years suggests that 
EDF think profits are more 
important than safety. 

“Dungeness is out dated, and 
needs to be decommissioned as 
soon as possible to make way for 
safe jobs in renewable energy 
production. 

“The power plant has had a 
number of unplanned shutdowns 
in recent months due to safety 


concerns, and one of these closures 
- which lasted five months - was 
kept hidden from the public by EDF. 
This lack of transparency is deeply 
concerning. 

“It is clear to me that Dungeness 
B is not safe in the hands of EDF, 
and should be decommissioned.” 

Martin Pearson, station director 
at Dungeness B, said: “We take a 
cautious approach, work closely 
with the regulator and operate 
with very conservative safety 
margins.” 


Concern as number of 
road deaths and injuries 
cases show sharp rise 


Deadline looms to register 
children for Kent Test spot 


THE number of number of people 
killed or seriously injured on the 
county’s roads showed a worrying 
spike last year. 

Figures verified by the Department 
for Transport on Friday revealed 
injuries or deaths rose by 13 per cent 
in 2013 compared with the previous 
12 months. 

In total there were 650 incidents 
in 2013 compared with 575 in 2012. 

Now efforts are to step up to bring 
the figure down again after the ten 
years between 2000 and 2010 saw a 
remarkable 50 per cent decline in the 
numbers. 

However, it is thought the long hot 
summer may have contributed to 
more people hitting the roads last 
year - as well as the carnage caused 
by the Sheppey Crossing 130-car 
pile-up. However, the miracle of that 
crash was no-one died and just eight 
people suffered serious injuries. 

Some 200 received minor injuries 
which would not count in the 
context of these latest statistics. 

David Brazier, Kent County 


Council cabinet member for environ¬ 
ment and transport, said: “While the 
long-term trend for killed and 
seriously-injured crashes is down¬ 
ward we are concerned about the 
increase recorded last year. 

“Research shows that education 
and enforcement are the two areas 
that have the biggest impact in 
reducing these life-changing events. 

“We have recently reviewed and 
developed our approach to further 
reduce crashes over the next six 
years - with the aim of lowering the 
numbers by 33 per cent and a 40 per 
cent reduction in child crashes by 
2020 .” 

Meanwhile, police are now 
stepping up patrols as part of its 
annual summer drink-driving 
crackdown. Especially during the 
upcoming FIFA World Cup. 

Sergeant Hannah Brown: “Watch 
your speed, and drive to the condi¬ 
tions. Whether you are behind the 
wheel, on your bike or crossing the 
road on foot, ensure you stay alert 
and don’t be distracted.” 


PARENTS wanting their child to sit 
the Kent Test next year can now put 
their name down for the exam, 
which can open up a route to a 
grammar school.

They will then take the test on 
September 10 with the outcome 
determining their options when 
starting secondary school in 2015.

He was suffering serious head 
injuries and had multiple 
fractures to the skull. 

Detective Inspector Maxine 


Roger Gough, Kent County 
Council cabinet member for 
education, said: “The format of the 
test this year has been altered to 
lighten the burden on schools and 
children and to help make it less 
coachable. The first test will be a 
multiple choice English and Maths 
paper and the second test will be a 
multiple choice reasoning paper.’ ’ 
See www.kent.gov.uk/ola for 
details of how to register. 


Martin said: “The victim is slowly 
recovering in hospital, but has 
suffered extensive head injuries 
and although we are not ruling 
out the possibility that he may 
have known his attacker, we are 
appealing to anyone with 
information to come forward.” 

A 35-year-old man from 
Tonbridge has been arrested 
and released on police bail until 
July 25.

Cllr Blackmore, who has represented the ward of 


Marden and Yalding since 2003, caused controversy 
when she moved 3,000 miles to Bermuda to be with her 
husband - who had secured a short-term job there- 
just weeks after being elected, 

Long since returned, she replaced Cllr Garland who 
formally confirmed he was stepping down, due to work 
commitments, last weekend. The council leader was 
due to be elected this weekend.

As part of the visit, the royal couple 
attended events in Paris and in Nor¬ 
mandy to commemorate the 70th 
anniversary of the Normandy landings 
and were received at the Elysee Palace 
by President Hollande. 

The trip concludes today. 

Jacques Gounon, Groupe Eurotunnel 
chairman and chief executive, said: 

“The opening of the Channel Tunnel 20 
years ago heralded a new era in 
international travel and trade between 
the UK and continental Europe. Today 
65 million vehicles and 330 million 
people have already travelled through 
the tunnel, bringing substantial 
economic benefits to the UK and Europe. 

“But for us, the first 20 years have 
been just the opening chapter. There is a 
great deal more potential.” 


Games baton arrives 
en route to Glasgow 

THOUSANDS of schoolchildren lined the streets 
on Thursday to welcome the Queen’s Common¬ 
wealth baton to the county. 

The baton has travelled around the world as 
part of the build-up to the Commonwealth Games 
in Glasgow at the end of July. 

Crowds flocked to greet it in Tonbridge, where 
Dame Kelly Holmes joined the occasion, as well as 
Dartford, Herne Bay, Folkestone and Maidstone. 

In addition to the double-gold winner from 
Hildenborough, other baton carriers included 
Sochi 2014 Winter Games gold medallist Lizzy 
Yarnold from Westerham. 

It brought back memories of two years ago 
when there was an enormous response to the 
arrival of the Olympic flame as it made its 
progress around the country prior to the start of 
the London 2012 Games. 

The baton, which includes a message from the 
Queen, will arrive in Glasgow in time for the 
Commonwealth Games which begin on July 23. 


Fury over high levels 
of new city homes 

CAMPAIGNERS fighting plans for more than 
15,000 new homes in and around Canterbury 
have reacted with dismay after an update plan for 
development over the next 20 years revealed no 
cuts in the building plans. 

More than 7,000 people responded during an 
initial consultation to the plan, first released last 
summer. 

But a revised version published this week 
shows no dip in the 15,600 homes - including 
4,000 homes planned for south of the city. 

Senior planner at the Kent branch of the 
Campaign to Protect Rural England, Brian Lloyd, 
told KoS: “The major concerns we raised last year 
on the draft plan remain - the housing target is too 
high. The plan needs to adopt a strategy that is 
less damaging to the countryside.” 

But council leader John Gilbey said: “We 
believe this provides development in the most 
sustainable locations.” 

Comments are invited on the plan until July 18. 


IPCC probe police in 
'coma' investigation 

THE Independent Police Complaints Commission 
(IPCC) is to probe an incident involving Kent 
Police last December which resulted in a 38-year- 
old burglary suspect being left in a coma he has 
still to emerge from. 

The investigation centres around police 
attending an emergency call in Gillingham. They 
found a suspected burglar restrained by 
residents. 

Complaints have been made about events after 
police handcuffed him. The man, Denby Collins, 
ended up unresponsive in an ambulance. He 
remains in a coma at a London hospital. 

IPCC commissioner Mary Cunneen said: “Our 
investigation will examine the use of force, 
including handcuffs, by the officers who attended 
the scene, the intelligence and information 
provided to the two initial attending officers and 
whether the arrest of Mr Collins was justifiable in 
the circumstances as they presented themselves. 

“We will also look at the first aid provided.”

A NN Barnes is rather get¬ 
ting used to having 
‘weeks to forget’. And 
this proved no different. 
As the fallout contin¬ 
ues after Channel 4’s Meet the Com¬ 
missioner programme - a fly-on-the- 
wall documentary broadcast 10 days 
ago which followed the Police and 
Crime Commissioner as she toured 
the county - on Thursday she found 
herself hauled before the Kent and 
Medway Crime Panel; delaying her 
holiday to attend. 

The panel’s job is to scrutinise the 
commissioner’s office. And it was 
fiercely critical of Mrs Barnes and her 
decision to appear on the show. 

Having rejected all attempts by the 
media to speak to her before the panel 
appearance, speculation began to 
mount she would face a vote of no 
confidence, or simply announce she 
was to quit half-way through her 
elected term of office. 

Mrs Barnes, however, clearly had 
other ideas. 

Shortly after a near two-hour grill¬ 
ing, Mrs Barnes, who earns £85,000, 
sat down with Kent on Sunday to set 
the record straight. 

“No, I didn’t think about resign¬ 
ing,” she insists. 

“The people of Kent have put their 
trust in me to deliver on my manifes¬ 
to promises - and I have already de¬ 
livered on each one. 

“Kent has got 20 more police offic¬ 
ers and 60 more PCSOs [police com¬ 
munity support officers] since I start¬ 
ed, and I have invested £250,000 in 
the special constabulary. 

“I commissioned the first independ¬ 
ent report into crime recording fig¬ 
ures, and Kent Police now records 97 
per cent of crime which I think is the 
best in the land. There will also be a 
new Sexual Assault Referral Centre 
in the county at the end of the sum¬ 
mer, which I have worked very hard 
to get up and running. 

“I’m a very strong personality and I 
passionately believe in the role I am 
doing. The film didn’t show the real 
Ann Barnes.” 

You can either admire her determi¬ 
nation or see it as bull-headed. The 
idea to step down after another wave 
of negative headlines may not have 
crossed her mind, but it certainly 
crossed most other people’s this week. 

First there was the almost univer¬ 
sally derided Meet the Commissioner 
documentary, in which she appeared 
unable to define her own job and was 
filmed taking her dogs into a meet¬ 
ing. She may have been the victim of 
unkind editing, but the question is

whether she should have agreed to 
take part in a programme which car¬ 
ried that risk in the first place. 

“I think it could have been far more 
educational about the job,” she told 
us, “but it did give a snapshot and 
talked about the funding difficulties. 

“They did hundreds of hours of 
filming, and I don’t think it reflected 
me and the work that I do, but I made 
the decision to do it. 

“I spent a lot of time thinking about 
whether to do it. I spoke at length 
with the producers to see what they 
wanted out of it, and I researched the 
work of the company - and Channel 4 


is a reputable broadcaster. But hind¬ 
sight is a wonderful thing. 

“I do know my job. I have spent 15 
years in the policing world. The panel 
scrutinise my work on a regular basis 
and they know how effective I am.” 

While the nation collectively 
smirked at her portrayal in the pro¬ 
gramme, just a few days later allega¬ 
tions emerged over a relationship be¬ 
tween her new youth commissioner, 
20-year-old Kerry Boyd, and a mar¬ 
ried former Conservative county 
councillor, Robert Burgess, 50. 

The Sun newspaper said the two 
had been ‘close’. Despite efforts to 


speak to Miss Boyd or Mr Burgess this 
week, neither returned our calls. 
What muddied the waters was that 
Mr Burgess had provided a reference 
for Miss Boyd when she took the job. 

For Mrs Barnes, the role of the youth 
commissioner may soon become one 
which carries too high a price. 

She may continue to be determined 
to fill the position, but it has so far 
done little other than bring embar¬ 
rassment to her. 

Her first recruit, Paris Brown, 17, 
from Sheppey, was last year proudly 
paraded around the newsrooms and 
TV studios of the national media - 


only for one of the them to discover 
comments on her Twitter account 
which hinted at racism and under¬ 
age drinking. She lasted little more 
than a week. 

Kerry Boyd was seen as a safer pair 
of hands. Already active in her com¬ 
munity, the 20-year-old from Mar¬ 
gate had gone about her role quietly 
- until this week. Once again, the 
public profile of the role is exposing a 
young woman to levels of intrusion 
which many will feel is unfair for Mrs 
Barnes to impose. Especially in a job 
which lasts just one year and pays 
just £15,000. 

Mrs Barnes steadfastly refused to 
make any comment whatsoever on 
Miss Boyd. Although it was confirmed 
the youth commissioner would be 
scaling back her work while the spot¬ 
light remained focused on her. 

A short statement, posted on Mrs 
Barnes’ website said simply: “We are 
supporting Kerry at this difficult time 
for her. We are concerned that Kerry 
did not feel able to disclose the full ex¬ 
tent of her personal circumstances 
earlier but as enquiries are taking 
place it would be inappropriate for us 
to comment further. 

“As part of our support for Kerry 
she is not undertaking any public en¬ 
gagements for the time being.” 

For now, it seems, Mrs Barnes is de¬ 
termined to remain in her job. 

The problem she faces is to lose the 
respect and confidence of officers and 
civilian staff in the force would argu¬ 
ably make her job untenable. 

Ian Pointon, head of the Kent Police 
Federation, which represents rank 
and file officers, appeared to suggest 
that tipping point had not yet been 
reached. 

He explained: “We have tried to 
stay out of the politics of this. Mrs 
Barnes’ position is a matter for her 
and the people of Kent. 

“My concern was about the poten¬ 
tial reputational damage to Kent Po¬ 
lice by association. But I’m hopeful 
people have made that distinction; al¬ 
though it is still embarrassing for 
Kent Police. There may have been 
some damage to the force, but most 
was to Ann Barnes herself. 

“She was advised by the force not to 
take part - it was always going to end 
in disaster. 

“In parts she is a victim of creative 
editing, but I think she has to take it 
on the chin. I welcomed her apology 
before the panel and think she has 
probably gone further than many 
people would. In public life you don’t 
often see people taking responsibility 
or apologising.” 


‘This is the first time you have show some humility’ 


HELD at County Hall, Thursday’s 
meeting was eagerly anticipated. 

Ann Barnes had kept a low profile 
since the Channel 4 show aired and 
so these were her first public 
comments on the headlines which 
had engulfed her office. 

Webcast as well, it proved an 
engaging spectacle. Mrs Barnes, 
who seemed to continue the hapless 
persona depicted in the Channel 4 
show by revealing she had not 
brought her glasses into the chamber 
and could not, therefore, identify 
many of the Kent and Medway Crime 
Panel members which sat before her, 
was relentlessly quizzed over aspects 
of the show. 

“The documentary has attracted a 


torrent of comment, some of it 
critical and some of it highly 
critical,” panel chairman Mike Hill 
told her at the start of the meeting. 

“It has clearly been a public 
relations disaster. Fly-on-the-wall 
documentaries are notoriously 
dangerous. Why on earth did you do 
it, and why did you cede editorial 
control?” 

Mrs Barnes replied with an 
apology, which she said was 
particularly aimed at “the hard 
working members of Kent Police”. 

“It was never my intention to upset 
them, or to draw adverse publicity to 
their excellent work,” she said. 

“I took part in the documentary 
with the best of intentions. My only 


aim was to help people understand 
the role of a police and crime 
commissioner. I am truly sorry. 

“Those of you who know me know 
I do my job and I will continue to do 
my job, but there will be a change of 
emphasis and I will be looking at my 
approach to engagement.” 

Mrs Barnes, it is fair to say, has 
collected opponents to both her role 
and that of her office at a rate of knots 
at times. Having been elected as an 
‘independent’ candidate in November 
2012, her high profile actions have 
resulted in opposition across the 
major political parties. 

And that was all too apparent 
when she appeared before the panel. 

Panel member Annabelle Black- 


more, this week appointed leader of 
the Conservative group on Maidstone 
Borough Council, told the commis¬ 
sioner: “We have had times when you 
have come to the panel and almost 
treated us with contempt. 

“You have spoken to us rather 
than with us and you have not 
provided information on a timely 
basis. I think this is the first time you 
have shown some humility.” 

If Andrew Bowles, Swale’s Con¬ 
servative leader, was attempting to 
moderate Cllr Blackmore’s remarks, 
he only made the situation worse. 

“I have never felt that you have 
treated me with contempt. I might 
have used the word condescension,” 
he said. 


“But we have had misjudgment 
followed by misjudgment followed by 
misjudgment followed by misjudg¬ 
ment. And nothing I have heard this 
morning gives me any optimism that 
we won’t have further misjudgment. 

“I think you have to go away and 
ask yourself if you really are the right 
person - if you are part of the 
solution, or part of the problem?” 

Mike Hill, a Conservative county 
councillor who chaired the panel, 
told Mrs Barnes that she must 
“change her style” and report back to 
the panel in July on how she was 
going to do that. Quite what that 
means will be something for Mrs 
Barnes to consider as she embarks on 
her delayed holiday. 
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Controversial hospice closure 
boss says move will boost care 


There has been an emotional and angry response to Pilgrims 
Hospice’s decision to end inpatient care in Canterbury but its 
chief executive Steve Auty claims the change will help meet 
the rising demand for ‘in-home’ care and will improve the 
end of life care it offers, Sarah Linney investigates... 


T HE decision to close inpa¬ 
tient beds at the Pilgrims 
Hospice in Canterbury 
may be hugely controver¬ 
sial - but it is the right 
thing to do, the man heading the 
charity told KoS this week. 

The popular charity currently runs 
sites in Ashford, Canterbury and 
Margate. 

But citing increasing debts, it an¬ 
nounced last month it would be re¬ 
moving beds from its city building. 

It has sparked fury among many 
who have had loved ones use the 
service and amid fears a proposed 
switch to care at home will lessen the 
quality of care. 

Tempers boiled over recently when 
hundreds of people stood up and 
stormed out of a meeting held to dis¬ 
cuss the closure plans. 

But chief executive Steve Auty in¬ 
sists the short-term pain will bring 
long-term gain to the organisation 
and its financial stability. 

Meeting KoS this week, he said the 
organisation needs to do more to 


reach people who at the moment 
aren’t getting its help - and that the 
inpatient beds need to be closed so the 
money can be used elsewhere. 

The hospice, which receives a quar¬ 
ter of its funding from the NHS, is 
running at a £1 million-a-year defi¬ 
cit, which is widely believed to be the 
reason behind the closures. 

But Mr Auty says that even if he 
was handed a £lm cheque he would 
still go ahead with the plans. 

Speaking to KoS in his light, airy 
office at the hospice in London Road, 
he talks slowly; careful with the 
words and phrases he uses about a 


topic which is fast becoming a major 
community issue. 

“Seventy per cent of people want to 
die at home, and less than half of 
them achieve it,” Mr Auty said. 

“Two thirds of people who die in 
east Kent don’t access our services 
and we have to do more for them di¬ 
rectly. 

“The challenge we have to take up is 
improving end of life care, but we are a 
small charity and we can’t deal with 
everyone in east Kent who dies, so we 
need to help develop other healthcare 
providers. Part of our remit is about 
education and development.” 


The hospice plans to replace its in¬ 
patient beds in Canterbury with hos¬ 
pice-supported beds in the Kent and 
Canterbury Hospital and within care 
homes, run in partnership between 
the hospice and those organisations. 

Three beds at the London Road site 
will close this autumn and three next 
year, but the remaining ten will re¬ 
main until Pilgrims beds elsewhere 
are open - although it is not clear how 
many Pilgrims beds there will be. 

Opponents of the proposals say this 
will mean the caring, gentle atmos¬ 
phere of the hospice, which many 
credit with transforming their loved 


ones’ last days and even bringing 
about an improvement in their condi¬ 
tion, is lost. 

They also say that everyone will, of 
course, express a wish to die at home 
when they are well, but that in prac¬ 
tice, families and patients often find 
themselves unable to cope without 
round the clock specialist care when 
illness strikes. 

But Mr Auty said the Pilgrims beds 
should be in a separate area from the 
main hospital wards, allowing the 
hospice atmosphere to be conserved. 

“If you go to other hospices within 
hospitals, they have the same oasis of 
peace and calm that we have here,” 
he said. 

“A proper area that replicates the 
atmosphere here would be our aspi¬ 
ration. 

“Pilgrims staff would be part of the 
shifts and there would be some Pil¬ 
grims input 24 hours a day. 

“The NHS might not be perfect but 
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I don’t think it is as black as it is paint¬ 
ed by some people. My own experi¬ 
ence has been that some very good 
care is delivered.” 

No beds are closing at Ashford or 
Thanet and Mr Auty confirmed that 
there were no plans to do so. 

Patients from the Canterbury area 
will be able to receive inpatient care 
at either Ashford or Thanet and the 
hospice has said it will help with trav¬ 
el and accommodation costs for pa¬ 
tients and their families. 

Mr Auty said: “Care has moved on 
over time and we have numerous ex¬ 
amples of when the Hospice at Home 
team [which provides a flexible in- 
home service] have successfully 
cared for people. 

“It is not a case 
ofeither/or. 







“We need both community care 
and inpatient care so we can cope 
with people’s preferences. We have 
the capacity to add six beds at Ash¬ 
ford, making the total 22, and we 
have done that in the past. 

“Not everyone can live next to a 
hospice. People who are cared for in 
the Ashford hospice may come from 
Lydd or New Romney, and they have 
to make the journey. Some people are 
advantaged by where they live.” 

So if the decision was purely about do¬ 
ing the best thing for patients, why has 
the hospice mentioned money at all? 

Mr Auty says it is a case of using the 
resources available to provide the 
best care possible. 

“It is partially about the constraints 
of money,” he said. 

“It’s about changing to meet the fu¬ 
ture demand, which is going to be 
more people wanting to die at home,

so we have to shift our resources. 

“This enables us to run on a bal¬ 
anced budget into the future. The ac¬ 
counts are public and state quite 
clearly what the position is.” 

The Canterbury centre has been 
chosen for the bed closures because it 
is the oldest of the three buildings and 
was, the hospice said, “becoming un¬ 
suitable for providing high standards 
of healthcare”. 

The building will, however, still be 
open for day care, education and 
training but Mr Auty said unequivo¬ 
cally that closing the inpatient beds 
would save the £1 million the hospice 
needs to save each year. 

“By not operating the inpatient 
unit, and working in partnership in¬ 
stead, we are not carrying the same 
overheads,” he said. 

“It’s a bit like having an old car. At 
some stage you find you are putting 
too much money into it. To build a 
new hospice would cost £llm to 
£20m, which is an awfully big sum to 
be putting into bricks and mortar.” 

The emotions around the closure 
bubbled over when a public meeting 
was held to discuss the closure at the 
nearby Canterbury Academy. 

Some 500 people turned up to pack 
the hall which would see tempers fray 
amid frustration over the closure plans. 

M ore than one speaker at 
last Friday’s meeting 
made the point that if the 
hospice needed money, 
the public would be only too willing 
to raise it. 

Says Mr Auty: “The demand that I 
have talked about is really important. 
If we had more money, we would be 
putting that money into delivering 
the care in different settings. 

“We have got to reach out and take

more care to more people, and recog¬ 
nise that more needs to be done in the 
community. The money needs to go 
where it can be best used. 

“I think there is a lack of under¬ 
standing of what we do now. We offer 
day care, outreach care, counselling, 
physiotherapy and clinics; most peo¬ 
ple tend to focus on the inpatient unit, 
but the bulk is elsewhere even today.” 

He said that the trend was being re¬ 
flected nationally. 

“A number of hospices have part¬ 
nership arrangements with the NHS, 
including the Walsgrave Hospital in 
Coventry and Greenwich and Bexley 
Community Hospice,” Mr Auty added. 

He said the outreach centres in Do¬ 
ver, Deal, Herne Bay, Faversham and 
Folkestone, where people can be seen 
by nurses and meet other patients, 
will also continue and may expand. 

But he confirmed respite care - 
when the hospice takes in patients 
temporarily so carers can have a holi¬ 
day - would cease at all three sites. 

“We currently care for a relatively 
small number of people and I don’t 
believe it’s a fair use of our resources,” 
he explained. 


“Respite care is available from other 
providers in east Kent. But we will al¬ 
ways take people into the hospice in a 
crisis, if there is a carer breakdown.” 

There have been suggestions the 
proposals would damage fundraising 
for the hospice because of the strength 
of opposition and Mr Auty admitted 
this was a concern. 

“I don’t want our patients to be suf¬ 
fering, and I would urge people who 
have always supported us to continue 
to support us,” he said. 

“We have cared for lots of people 
over many years and we are still go¬ 
ing to be delivering high quality care 
to lots of people. In any one day, there 
are nigh on 600 patients on the Can¬ 
terbury caseload. 

“The most important thing is for us 
to continue to deliver good quality 
care, so if you really believe in the 
cause then get behind it.” 

The trust will now hold meetings in 
Ashford and Thanet to discuss the 
proposed changes and answer ques¬ 
tions, as well as smaller meetings 
with councillors, healthcare profes¬ 
sionals and other interested parties. 

“The trustees will then reflect on 
what they hear,” Mr Auty said. 

“We always anticipated that there 
would be a strong reaction. A lot of 
people have a long-standing affilia¬ 
tion to the Canterbury site. 

“But it’s not all negative. A number 
of people understand what we are try¬ 
ing to do. The assessment is how much 
support there is versus how much op¬ 
position there is, and that has to be 
across the whole of east Kent. 

“We are trying to say to people, 
here’s a new way of doing something, 
here’s a vision for the future.”

EMOTIONS RUN HIGH AT MEETING ON CANTERBURY HOSPICE’S FUTURE 


ANGER, frustration and sadness were the 
dominant emotions at a public meeting on the 
future of the hospice which ended in a mass 
walkout. 

The main hall at Canterbury Academy was full 
to its 500 capacity for the meeting last Friday 
evening to discuss the planned bed closures 
- and opposition to the proposals was almost 
universal. 

Some speakers were almost in tears as they 
told of the loss of loved ones who had been cared 
for in the hospice, their last days transformed and 
their pain eased by its gentle ministrations. 

And when, near the end of the meeting, 
chairman of the board of trustees Dr Richard 
Morey said it had been “predominantly an 
opportunity to explain our views”, and not a 
consultation, about three quarters of those 
present left in fury. 

The hospice had never said the meeting was a 
consultation, but it does receive 25 per cent of its 
funding from the NHS, and relies on the goodwill 
of donors. 

The meeting was chaired by Canterbury MP 
Julian Brazier, whose words at the start - “This is 
a charity. The trustees are not paid; they give up 
their time to make this happen” - did nothing to 
quell the level of feeling. Nor did an apology from 
Dr Morey. 

‘ 'I would like to say sorry for the poor way in 
which we have handled communications and the 
upset, hurt and damage that we have caused 
many people, particularly in the Canterbury 
area,” he told the meeting. 

When, shortly afterwards, a radiographer 
stood up and asked “who wants this to happen?”, 
no hands were raised. 

When she continued, “who doesn’t?”, the show 
of hands was almost universal. 

David Denne, who has been a fundraiser for 


the hospice for 17 years, said his reaction to the 
news was “total disbelief and shock”. 

‘ 'I strongly feel that this could damage fund¬ 
raising,” he added. 

Dr Morey added: “The hospice is not bricks 
and mortar. The hospice is a philosophy. Ten per 
cent of people die in the hospice at the moment, 
and 40 per cent die in hospital. People don’t die 
particularly well in hospitals or care homes right 
now, but they do die well in our beds. 

“We need to influence the care in the hospital 
and in care homes, and by putting our staff there, 
we can hopefully educate the hospital staff and 
the care staff to look after people so much better.” 

Many pointed out that caring for patients at 
home is often not possible because of the 
severity of their condition, no matter how 
desperately families want to do it. 

Retired nurse Peggy Pryer, who is the secre¬ 
tary of the campaign group CHEK (Concern for 
Healthcare in East Kent), told of a similar 
experience. 

When her husband Martin died in the hospice 
in 2005 after suffering from heart failure and 
renal failure, keeping him at home had become 
impossible even with four family members 
trying to look after him. 

“We could not manage him. We couldn’t move 
him and his pain wasn’t under control. He was 
screaming in agony,” Mrs Pryer told KoS after the 
meeting. 

“He went into the hospice and his last few days 
were spent in a dignified manner. It’s all very 
well saying the majority of people want to die at 
home. People change their minds. And it’s such a 
relief when they do go into the hospice because 
then you can become the family again, not the 
carers. 

“They are taking away the choice from patients 
of where to end their days.” 
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Secret maze of 
war tunnels all 
set to re-open 

As a remarkable labyrinth of hidden tunnels 
prepares to re-open to the public for the first time 
in 70 years, Chris Murphy takes a look back at the 
history of a forgotten underground network... 


HE date of August 24, 1940, is one 
etched into Ramsgate’s history; as the 
town cowered under the first deadly 
aerial attack by German forces. 

The Luftwaffe’s bomb attack would 
become known as the ‘murder raid’ - leaving 27 
people dead, 60 hurt, 80 homes flattened and 
1,000 more damaged. 

The Junkers Ju88 aircraft had wanted to at¬ 
tack Manston airfield - then a key RAF site. But 
after the defences repelled their efforts they 
turned back towards the Channel. 

Determined not to return fully-loaded with 
their deadly arsenal, they emptied their bomb 
bays over the town; some 500 bombs raining 
down in the space of just three minutes. 

It scarred the landscape, but the death toll 
could have been so much worse had it not been 
for a remarkable labyrinth of secret tunnels be¬ 
neath the town itself. 

Built as a potential shelter amid the growing 


European political crisis leading up to the Sec¬ 
ond World War, the complex would become 
known simply as the Ramsgate Tunnels. 

The network almost certainly saved the lives 
of hundreds - if not thousands - of those who 
lived in the seaside town. 

The tunnels themselves extend for some three 
and a half miles and, in total, they could provide 
shelter for 26,000 people. Even Winston 
Churchill was once forced to take cover in the 
mini-town which existed there after an air-raid 
interrupted a tour of Ramsgate. 

M arjorie Woodward was just 17 
when she took cover in the tunnels 
for the first time. She remembers, 
70 years later, how many people in 
the town became to rely heavily on the tunnels. 

She said: “People went in there for various 
reasons such as not being able to live in their 
home or were scared of the war or just plain 
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frightened. 

“Some didn’t want to leave the tunnel, so we 
called it tunnelitis.” 

Locals still remembered being bombed dur¬ 
ing the First World War by Zeppelins and then 
sea planes. In one raid, in March 1916, several 
children died on their way to Sunday School. 

Some 100 Northumberland Fusiliers dug nu¬ 
merous shelters near schools within days, 
showing the possibilities for future generations. 
There was no desire of any repeat. 

So when war threatened once again there 
was a huge demand for extra protection. 

It was down to Arthur Kempe, the town’s may¬ 
or, to get Ramsgate’s deep shelter system done. 
Not that it was easy to secure the green light. 

The Government was not only worried they 
would undermine morale, but feared other 
towns would demand their own monster bomb 
shelters too. 

Local Tory MP, Captain Harold Balfour, was 
pals with air raid minister Sir John Anderson, 
the man who lent his name to the famed Ander¬ 
son’ garden air-raid shelters. 

The project was agreed in March 1939 and by 
June, the first section was complete; the Duke of 
Kent performed the opening. 

It took a mere nine months for an army of 
men with picks and shovels to bore through 
more than two miles of chalk to link with a dis¬ 
used railway tunnel that once took tourist-lad¬ 
en trains from the mainline station to the beach. 

P erhaps the most impressive feature was 
that the tunnels were built on a one- 
in-600 gradient, commencing at the 
West Cliff entrance three feet above 
high water level. 

This kept the tunnels above the natural water 
table and as the system was continually rising it 
formed a natural flue effect and was therefore 
self-ventilating. 

The tunnels were constructed under public 
highways which not only made planning easier, 
but also had the effect of using the road surface 
as a “detonating slab” for bombs and shells 
which would reduce the effect of a direct hit. 

In late 1940, a census revealed 957 people in 
324 families were living in the former railway 
tunnel from Ramsgate seafront to Broadstairs. 

Entrepreneurial locals cashed in - one sold 
toiletries from a tray, a barber shop was estab¬ 
lished and canteens were planned. 

Chairs at first were commonplace, but beds 
and other furniture soon arrived along with 
cherished belongings locals didn’t want to risk 
to an air raid. 


House numbers or names were hung on some 
of these dwellings which were the ultimate in 
open planning. 

Children could play - what child wouldn’t 
want miles of underground tunnel to explore? 

The timing was impeccable. As war started 
3,000 children were sent away to the Midlands, 
but many quickly returned, clearly homesick. 

The first blitz of the war happened in their 
backyard, but the tunnels played their part in 
keeping families safe. 

When peace finally arrived in 1945 the tun¬ 
nels, having done their job, were sealed. 

And sealed they remained for the next 70 
years. 

The disused tunnels, 60 feet under Ramsgate, 
became the responsibility of Thanet District 
Council. 

I t was realised something needed to be done 
to protect this astonishing feat of engineer¬ 
ing which cost a mere £40,000 to create, 
and in stepped another man of vision, Phil 
Spain. 

A tourist attraction was the most obvious use 
and work on the project started. 

A Big Lottery grant of £53,000 was achieved 
by Ramsgate Town Council for feasibility work. 

Thanet council provided £51,000 of funding 
to the Ramsgate Regeneration Heritage Trust 
(RRHT) for safety equipment, services, security 
and asbestos removal. 

The terms of a lease were finalised for RRHT 
to operate ‘Tunnel Explorer’ tours which start 
this summer. 

RRHT have recently secured a further grant 
from Heritage Lottery Fund for £84,000. 

Fittingly, it was the current Duke of Kent who 
braved the elements at the end of last month to 
officially re-open the tunnels. He retraced the 
steps of his father, who had carried out the same 
ceremony 75 years before. 

Mr Spain’s grandfather, Owen, pretty much 
moved in to the tunnels and later wrote a book 
on the experience. 

Now Mr Spain, a former police officer, has 
brought them back to life. 

And last weekend locals got a chance to re-en¬ 
ter the tunnels - albeit just a few hundred yards of 
them - ahead of the full opening later this month. 

As Mr Spain explains, they hold a remarkable 
place in the town’s history: “There was enough 
room to get everyone in the whole town down 
here, and more. It’s vital they are kept open - 
they are part of our history.”

The Paula Carr Trust says diabetes is 
controllable and raising awareness of 
the symptoms could save lives and the 
NHS billions...

WAS 18 and at university when 
a friend of mine was diagnosed 
with diabetes. 

When he went to the doctor 
because he had been suffering 
from recurrent headaches, none of us 
were too worried. Until the doctor 
told him that his blood sugar was so 


spectacularly high he needed imme¬ 
diate medical attention. 

lean remember my horror, and my 
surprise, as I wondered why it had 
happened and what it would mean. 
But 15 years on, he is fine - the pic¬ 
ture of health and living a perfectly 
normal life. 


By being diagnosed and then treat¬ 
ing the illness and making the neces¬ 
sary lifestyle changes, diabetes can 
be controlled for many. 

This story is one that is told all over 
the country, every day, everywhere.

There are 3.2 million people with dia¬ 
betes in the UK - 85,000 of them in 
Kent. 

And the county is fortunate 
enough to have its own diabetes 
charity, the Paula Carr Trust, which 
celebrates its 25th anniversary this 
year. 

The trust, which is entirely reliant 
on donations, has spent more than 
£3 million over the years improving 
care for people with diabetes across 
the county. 

“It has just grown and grown and 
grown,” chairman Gary Fagg said. 

“It’s a team effort. We have four 
fantastically dedicated trustees and 
an administrator, Helen Elford, who 
does a great job.” 

Diabetes occurs when the body 
cannot remove excess sugar from the 
blood. 

In most people, the pancreas pro¬ 
duces a hormone called insulin 
which regulates blood-sugar levels, 
but in diabetic people either not

enough insulin is produced (what is 
known as ‘type 2’ diabetes), or it fails 
to produce any at all - ‘type 1’. 

Type 2 is more easily treatable - 
frequently through diet and lifestyle 
changes as well as with medicine. 

Type 1 is more complicated, 
requiring the sufferer to inject them¬ 
selves with insulin. 

The perils of that can be that blood- 
sugar levels become too low - and 
that can put the patient in danger of 


slipping into a coma. These hypo- 
glycaemic attacks, or ‘hypos’, can be 
fatal (see box-off about Paula Carr). 

H owever, treatment is essen¬ 
tial. Left unmanaged, high 
blood-sugar levels can 
damage organs, nerves 
and blood vessels, leading to heart 
disease, strokes, blindness, kidney 
disease and foot problems necessitat¬ 
ing amputation. 


The NHS spends about 10 per cent 
of its budget - some £10 billion - on 
diabetes, a figure expected to rise 
in the coming years. Of this, about 
£8 billion is spent treating serious but 
avoidable complications. 

It is this message, says Mr Fagg, 
that needs to be got across - that 
treated, the condition is highly con¬ 
trollable... but, untreated, it is very 
serious. 

“People shouldn’t be frightened of 


diabetes. The majority of people who 
control their sugar intake live a per¬ 
fectly good, healthy, normal life,” he 
stressed. 

“My dad had diabetes for 60 years, 
had no major problems and lived till 
he was 87. It’s very manageable. 

“But diabetes is also the biggest 
cause of blindness and amputation in 
the western world, and a major cause 
of dialysis, stroke and heart disease. 

“Patients need to go to the clinics 
and have their blood sugar tested and 
their eyes screened.” 

If they do not, it might be because 
they are not aware of the seriousness 
of their condition, Mr Fagg said. 

He says more investment is needed 
to provide more NHS staff, more 
training and more frequent appoint¬ 
ments for patients to check their 
treatment is working properly. 

“Patients often don’t have enough 
knowledge to understand the ramifi¬ 
cations of not attending their ap¬ 
pointments,” he said. 

“We need to tell people what it all 
means and get them to understand. 

“The professionals are doing the 
best they can, but there are not 
enough resources. We need to pre¬ 
vent rather than cure.” 

T he trust is probably best 
known for its retinal screen¬ 
ing service.Launched in 
1994, it monitors diabetics 
each year to check their eyesight is 
not being damaged. 

Its vans are frequently spotted out¬ 
side surgeries offering the ability, in 
many cases, to conduct examination 
of the eyes from inside the often 
modest-looking vehicle. 

The tests themselves are relatively 
painless. Eye-drops dilate the pupils

and photographs are then taken of 
the blood vessels behind the eye. For 
most, the only discomfort comes from 
having to wait several hours for their 
pupils to return to normal, which can 
mean sunlight becomes unusually 
dazzling. 

Diabetes can cause damage to the 
blood vessels in the eyes; this is 
known as retinopathy. 

It is caused by the delicate vessels 
becoming clogged due to excess sugar 
in the blood stream. They, in turn, 
can bleed, which, if untreated, can 
lead to blindness, especially as pa¬ 
tients often have no warning symp¬ 
toms. 

The vital annual test takes pictures 
of the eyes and picks up any signs of 
bleeding. This happens to about a 
sixth of patients, who are then 
referred to an ophthalmologist for 
treatment. 

The most frequent treatment for 
bleeds is laser surgery through the 
NHS - a treatment that is uncomfort¬ 
able more than painful. 

The Paula Carr service offers a vital 
early-warning system and is un¬ 
doubtedly responsible for saving the 
sight of many thousands of people. 

A s well as eight screening 
centres, the trust’s screen¬ 
ing vans travel around the 
county, meaning about 
500 patients a day can be seen. 

The trust also funds training for 
GPs and diabetes nurses and helps 
them trial new equipment, runs edu¬ 
cation days for patients and pays for 
families and children to go on Diabe¬ 
tes UK weekends where they can 
learn more about the condition and 
meet others in the same boat. 

It also buys equipment that the 


NHS cannot, such as MIST machines 
that help leg ulcers to heal and sen¬ 
sors that work with insulin pumps 
and turn the supply off if blood 
glucose is too low. 

The trust’s patron is Countess 
Mountbatten of Burma and its main 
centre at the William Harvey Hospi¬ 
tal in Ashford was opened in 1992 by 
Diana, Princess of Wales. 

The centre is home to all the hospi¬ 
tal’s diabetes consultants and nurses, 


including a children’s team and a po¬ 
diatrist. It also houses the retinal 
screening lab and a kitchen where 
patients can work with a dietician to 
learn about managing their diet. 
There are further centres in Maid¬ 
stone and Margate. 

The trust also helps national chari¬ 
ty Diabetes UK to fund and set up sup¬ 
port groups. So far there are groups 
in the Ashford, Canterbury, Maid¬ 
stone, Medway, Thanet and Tun-

bridge Wells areas, while a new group 
for the Folkestone and Dover area is 
planned for the autumn. 

“We aim to have groups all over 
Kent,” said Mr Fagg, who specialised 
in diabetes and heart disease during 
his career as a research chemist in 
the pharmaceutical industry. 

“One key thing these groups do is 
uncover people who don’t generally 
come to their appointments, don’t 
understand their condition and don’t 
know what can go wrong. 

“We want patients to be able to 
communicate with each other and 
increase their knowledge. We have 
got to get people educated about life¬ 
style changes, diet and exercise.” 

I n addition to the care they re¬ 
ceive from the NHS, people still 
need to know how to manage 
their condition in between ap¬ 
pointments, explained Dr Geoff 
Burrell, the chairman of the new sup¬ 
port group. 

“You are on your own between vis¬ 


its, trying to balance two big things - 
insulin and carbohydrates. There is a 
lot of variability and a small differ¬ 
ence can have a very big effect on 
your health,” he said. 

“Some patients don’t know what 
they should do when they have a 
hypo, or what an HbAlc measure¬ 
ment is [it gives an overall picture of 
your average blood-sugar levels over 
a few weeks and is more accurate 
than the traditional ‘pin-prick’ blood 
tests of old]. 

“The dietary side of it is really key. 
Nobody really understands how it 
works and it can still be difficult to 
control. There is no decent way of 
continuously measuring blood 
sugar.” 

Mr Fagg, who has been chairman 
of the trust for eight years, says the 
charity is full of plans to mark its 25th 
anniversary. 

It launched a new website earlier 
this year and is also funding a diabe¬ 
tes project manager for the NHS in 
east Kent to help the hospital trust 
and GPs work more closely together. 

The plan is for hospital consultants 
to hold diabetes clinics in GP surger¬ 
ies at less cost to the primary care 
trust than automatic hospital 
referrals. 

“This is my chance to give some¬ 
thing back,” Mr Fagg says of his role. 

“When we first started the screen¬ 
ing, we didn’t know how long it would 
go on. I’m proud of what we have 
done - very proud of the whole thing.”

Remembering the schoolgirl 
who gave her name to charity

HAPPY, popular Paula Carr would 
have been so proud of the lifesaving 
work the trust has done in her name, 
her family say. 

Paula was born in Ashford in 
1975, the youngest of Bill and Janet 
Carr’s three children, and was 
diagnosed with diabetes in 1984. 

She was a pupil at Willesborough 
Infant School and Willesborough 
Junior School before starting at the 
North School in 1986. 

But tragedy struck two years later 
when Paula died in her sleep after 
suffering a severe drop in blood 
sugar, known as a hypoglycaemic 
episode. 

‘Hypos’ are common in diabetics 
and are usually mild and easily 
remedied (often by eating something 
sugary), but occasionally they can be 
severe enough to be fatal, 
particularly at night. 

“Paula was very lively. Everyone 
liked her and she got on with 
everyone,” said Mrs Carr, who lives 
in Harvey Road, Willesborough. 

“She was really into music and 
dancing and she liked Five Star. She 
wasn’t a problem at all - she 


was a really good girl.” 

The trust was started by Ashford’s 
then mayor John Simpson, who was 
himself diabetic, together with 
national charity Diabetes UK. 

Cllr Simpson’s wife Imi worked 
with Mrs Carr on the William 


Harvey Hospital’s maternity ward, 
where Mrs Carr was an auxiliary 
nurse, and Cllr Simpson approached 
the family and asked if he could 
name the trust after their daughter. 
The Carrs readily agreed. 

“I was all for it. Anything that

could help other children, even 
though we couldn’t help Paula,” Mrs 
Carr said. 

“I didn’t realise it would amount 
to so much. At first we were just 
trying to provide the basics, things 
like glucose meters for children so 


they wouldn’t have to pay for them. 

“But so many people got involved 
and all of a sudden they were talking 
about building a centre. It sort of 
exploded and everyone joined in. I 
couldn’t believe it. 

“The eye-screening has been 
marvellous and has helped so many 
people.” 

Bill Carr, 64, a former contract 
manager at Stewart Fraser, and 
59-year-old Janet Carr have been 
involved with the trust throughout 
its lifetime and Mrs Carr says her 
daughter would have loved the 
legacy she left. 

“She would have been well up for 
it. She loved the limelight,” said Mrs 
Carr, who also worked as a 
receptionist at the hospital’s 
maxillofacial unit. 

“The injections she needed for her 
diabetes didn’t bother her. She used 
to enjoy doing them in front of 
people.” 

Mrs Carr added: “Thanks to the 
trust, Paula’s memory will go on and 
on. My grandchildren ask if we are 
famous because the trust is named 
after her and they feel as if they knew 
her because of it. 

“I would like to thank everyone 
who has been involved for making 
things happen.”

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DIABETES FACTS: 


■ Every four minutes, someone in the UK is diagnosed 
with diabetes. An estimated 630,000 people are 
unaware that they have the condition. 

■ There are two kinds of diabetes: type 1 and type 2. 
Ninety per cent of sufferers have type 2 diabetes. 

Type 1, where the body is unable to produce insulin, 
usually starts before the age of 40, often in childhood. 
People with type 1 diabetes need daily insulin injections. 
Type 2, where the body loses the ability to produce 
sufficient insulin, or can no longer properly use the 
insulin it produces, usually starts after the age of 40, 
though it is increasingly appearing in younger people. It 
is more common in people who are medically 
overweight. 

■ Lifestyle changes are often the key to preventing and 
managing type 2 diabetes, including reducing the 
amount of sugar in your diet, losing weight, taking more 
exercise and not smoking. Some people will need 
medication, too. 

■ The telltale symptoms of diabetes are excessive thirst, 
frequent urination, feeling very tired and unexplained 
weight loss. Blurred vision and slow healing of cuts and 
wounds are also pointers. 

■ Symptoms usually develop rapidly and obviously with 
type 1 diabetes, often within weeks. With type 2, they 
are often less evident, developing slowly over a number 
of years. 

■ In the last few years, it has become possible for some 
patients prone to severe ‘hypos’ to have a transplant of 
some cells in the pancreas, where insulin is produced. 
This lessens the severity of their diabetes but does not 
cure it. 

■ The UK pioneered the world’s first government-funded 
transplant programme of this type in 2008, and to date 
about 65 people in this country have been given the 
therapy.

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T WAS one of the most elaborate of deceptions; de¬ 
signed to fool the Nazi forces at a key point of the Sec¬ 
ond World War. 

As the Allies prepared a major invasion on France to 
push back the German frontline, General Montgomery 
fine-tuned the landing of tens of thousands of troops onto the 
Normandy beaches. 

But in the weeks leading up to the attack, a key part of the 
operation involved Kent - and in particular the strategic lo¬ 
cation of Dover. 

There a false trail would be left to confuse German intelli¬ 
gence and give the impression the Allied invasion would 
come at Calais - the shortest crossing and closest point to the 
British mainland. 

They fooled their enemy by setting up fake camps in Dover, 
complete with tanks and aircraft made of inflatable rubber. 

The plan was simple: when the Germans sent up aerial re¬ 
connaissance planes, they would come back with images 
revealing an apparent massing of landing forces and vehi¬ 
cles at Dover. 

Thus, fake boats dressed to look like landing craft from 
great heights, were created and deployed off the coast. 

Double agents planted stories and false documents with 
German spies, so the wrong information would be passed on 
to the Nazi intelligence service. 

Fortitude South, as the operation was known, involved a 
series of fake Army communications, many of which took 
place in the complex maze of tunnels which lay beneath Do¬ 
ver Castle and played such a key role in the deception. 

Today, those wartime tunnels are a popular tourist attrac¬ 
tion to the thousands who flock to visit the famous castle and 
its rich history. 


A spokesman for English Heritage, which manages the site, 
said: “Operation Fortitude was a deception plan, to deceive 
Hitler, and as part of that plan there were a number of 
techniques. 

“One of those was to send fake messages. 

“We have tunnels running underground at Dover Castle 
and the area was a hive of activity during the war. 

“The communication equipment down there would have 
been state of the art at the time, and it was used to send 
messages and broadcasts in the way it would if a real Army 
base was being set up. 

“In fact, it was operated by Post Office workers.” 

The plan was for the Germans to intercept the messages, 
believing them to be real. 

Alongside a series of other measures, the Germans were 
hoodwinked and the elaborate scheme hailed a great 
success. 

Believing the Allies were going to land in Calais, most of 
Hitler’s artillery was diverted there, and when British troops 
instead landed in Normandy, the Nazis at first assumed they 
were decoys. 

The result was that without the might of the German 
Army being in the right position, the Allied Forces could 
make vital in-roads into France and deliver some hugely 
damaging blows to the Fiihrer’s desire to dominate 
Europe. 

According to English Heritage: “Kent, and specifically 
Dover, played a part in this operation. 

“One of the most remarkable things about Operation Forti¬ 
tude was that a month after the D-Day landings, the Ger¬ 
mans still thought the invasion was going to happen from 
here.” 



WHAT WAS OPERATION FORTITUDE? 


WITH the German forces occupying much of Europe, 
the events leading up to D-Day were perhaps the most 
crucial in the Allies’ strategy. 

Acutely aware that any sea-launched invasion could 
be met with vast fire power from the occupying German 
forces, a major scheme ran in tandem with the real 
invasion plans - which would see some 150,000 troops 
land on the Normandy beaches on one day. The 
scheme, named Fortitude, would see false information 
planted in a bid to deceive German intelligence and 
split the deployment of their military forces. 

Fortitude North would suggest an invasion of Norway; 
Fortitude South, of the area around Calais. 

Planning was extensive and began six months before 
the invasion. The plan was simple: Get the Germans to 
move their forces elsewhere to allow less resistance for 
the Allied ground troops. It worked well. 

When the Normandy landings - Operation Neptune 
- took place, the largest seaborne invasion in history, not 
only were the Germans caught by surprise, they were 


unable to swiftly adjust the deployment of forces. 

The Germans were certainly expecting an on¬ 
slaught. .. just not there. 

An airborne assault proceeded the landing of 
thousands of Allied troops. 

It took several days, despite the element of surprise, 
for the Allies to finally consider the assault a strategic 
success and it came at a high human cost. 

But it did provide the Allies with a vital foothold on 
mainland Europe, and one from which allowed them to 
push back the German forces and eventually turn the 
fortunes of the conflict. 

The D-Day landings, as the Normandy invasion 
became known, took place on June 6, 1944 - exactly 70 
years ago on Friday. 

At least 4,400 Allied troops were killed in and around 
the landing site and around a further 8,000 injured. 

A series of special events to mark the anniversary will 
continue this weekend, while special services of 
remembrance are conducted in the area each year. 
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Has law change just opened the 
door to a ‘fracking revolution’?

F RACKING in the county may have 
come a step closer after the Queen 
outlined plans for a change in the law 
which would allow those drilling for 
shale gas to do so under people’s homes 
or land - without their consent. 

Unveiled during Wednesday’s Queen’s Speech 
in Westminster, it is seen by many as a vital step 
in clearing the road towards allowing firms to 
exploit this untapped energy supply. 

To extract shale gas requires the firing of 
water at great pressure into rocks which forces 
the gas out. Campaigners say it can be a threat 
to water supplies and even cause earthquakes. 

But the huge potential natural resource is 
becoming increasingly attractive to the Govern¬ 
ment, keen to become less reliant on volatile fuel 
supplies from the Middle East and eager for con¬ 
sumers to see a cut in their energy bills. 

The change to trespass laws comes just weeks 
after a report by the British Geological Survey 
revealed up to 4.4 billion barrels of shale oil sits 
beneath the Weald Basin - an area which runs 
through the Home Counties and into the west of 
the county. 

The oil is, however, thought to be difficult to 
access, but does hint at the potential scale of the 
resources fracking could bring. 

The Queen confirmed the change stating that: 
“The [infrastructure] bill will enhance the UK’s 
energy independence and security by opening 
up access to shale and geothermal sites.” 

Official government briefing notes that accom¬ 
panied the speech said: “Subject to consultation, 
this bill would support the development of gas 
and oil from shale and geothermal energy by 
clarifying and streamlining the underground 
access regime. 

“The Government is currently running a full 
consultation on this policy and the legislation is 
entirely dependent on the outcome of that.” 

The UK Onshore Operators Group (UKOOG), 
have welcomed the change, with their chief

executive Ken Cronin saying: “The onshore oil 
and gas industry is committed to working with 
local communities and operates within a regu¬ 
latory system considered one of the best in the 
world. 

“We have also brought forward proposals to 
share the benefits of shale gas exploration with 
those local communities. 

“It serves no one if an anomaly in the legal 
system allows the few to block access to much 
needed natural resources that lie deep below 


the surface of the UK and can benefit the whole 
of the country.” 

But environmental groups have argued 
against fracking in the county, with the Cam¬ 
paign to Protect Rural England recently saying: 
“Environmental hazards exist from even small 
scale activities. 

“The escape of 200 tonnes of oil at a sensitive 
site, such as an Area of Outstanding Natural 
Beauty or close to a water course or major aqui¬ 
fer, could be disastrous.” 




CRACKS: County could soon see more of this 
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I N 2012, Alan Davies returned 
to the stand-up arena with a 
huge national tour of his show, 
Life Is Pain. After a hiatus of 
12 years, to begin with he was 
understandably nervous. 

But it turned out he needn’t have 
worried. His return to stand-up 
was an unalloyed triumph. 

Looking back on that moment, 
Davies smiles, saying: “Going back 
on stage felt like coming home.” 

The critics agreed. 

Big Issue declared that “Alan 
Davies has lost none of his appeal... 
heart-tugging and deeply funny”. 

The Guardian hailed him as “one 
of the best stand-up comics out 
there... packed with deft silliness 
and shrewd observation”, while The 
Age said that he “had the audience 
in stitches... hilarious”. 

Davies is now going back on the 
road with an entirely new show 
entitled Little Victories. It can be 
summed up by all those adjectives 
beginning with C: coruscating, 
compelling and completely comic. 

As a stand-up, Davies is a 
natural. He is totally at ease on 
stage; he generates a tremendous 
warmth that draws in audiences. 

It is a joy to witness someone so 
obviously in his element. 

The tour two years ago got his 
comic juices flowing again. Now he 
just can’t wait to start performing 
live once more. What distinguishes 
his shows is the relationship he 
enjoys with his audience. 

The comedian, who is happily 
married with two small children, 

44 Because they've 
especially come to 
see you, you get this 
feeling of warmth from 
them...

reveals “From the outset, any gig is 
all about establishing a rapport 
with the audience. It has to go 
beyond your material - otherwise, 
you’re just a monologist. 

“So you might start by talking to 
them about their town and towns 
nearby. Then get everyone to agree 
on what is the most rubbish village 
in the area. 

“That’s one way of getting people 
to offer things up. It’s really 
important to have that interaction. 

“Although it often appears as if 
you’re not doing anything, the 
opening 10 minutes is a vital part 
of the show. If you get that right, it 
sets the evening up perfectly.” 

Davies is grateful for the 
immense affection in which his 
loyal audience holds him. 

“They’ve made an effort to come 
out - they’ve booked the babysitter. 
It’s important never to forget they 
have come specifically to see you. 

“Once you get that in your 
head, you have a huge sense of 
gratitude towards the audience. 
That transmits to them. 

“I’m saying to them ‘You’ve done 
your bit by buying the tickets and 
you’re free to leave at any time. But 
now I’ll do my bit by trying to 
entertain you’. Because they’ve 
especially come to see you, you get 
this terrific feeling of warmth from 
them... I love that.” 


Alan Davies’s links with our county 
are strong. In 1988, he graduated in 
drama from the University of Kent 
and performed his first stand-up at 
Whitstable Labour Club. He is back 
here this autumn when he brings his 
show Little Victories to the Assembly 
Hall Theatre in Tunbridge Wells - 
here he talks about that show and the 
love he has for his chosen profession.

The genuine bond between him 
and his audience frequently spills 
over into good-natured mickey¬ 
taking. 

“Fans often come up to me 
and say ‘I saw you 
perform in Bournemouth 
in 1999. Have you met 
my grandchild?’. 

“I’ve started asking 
audience members when 
they were born, but 
that’s not always a 
good idea. 

I’m 47, so when 
they say 1998,1 
feign physical 
pain. But I have 
to admit I’m not 
always feigning 
- sometimes 
it’s actual 
pain!” 

Davies goes 
on to explain 
where the 
neat title 
of his 
new 
show 

originates. 

“It comes from a 
routine about me 
trying to get my dad 
to eat blackcurrant 
jam. He has a limited 
palate. He also thinks 
that Indian food 
would make him ill. 

It would drive us 
mad as children - it’s 
almost pathological. 

“He has decided 
he doesn’t like 
certain things. 

We had plenty 
of jam at home 



-strawberry, raspberry, apricot... it 
was jam a-go-go. But he would 
refuse to eat jam made of blackcurrant, 
the finest of all the currants. 

“So we set him a trap... 
that’s one of the routines 
in the show. It’s a classic 
Little Victory.” 

Another of the major 
themes of the show is 
how to be a good parent. 
Davies, who has also 
enjoyed a highly 
successful acting 
career on series 
such as Bob And 
Rose and Jonathan 
Creek, back on 
BBC1 this spring, 
says that “It’s on 
me to keep my 
children happy. 
They’re full of 
fun and 
laughter and 
have really 
nice days. I 
I can’t bear to 
think of 
them being 

anxious”. 

But, he adds, there is a 
danger we glorify our 
children too much. 

“These days children 
are worshipped. Look at 
those parents who send 
pictures of their children 
as Christmas cards. We 
were house-hunting 
recently and we saw a house 
that must have contained 
200 framed photos of the 
owners’ children. Really? 
“Those frames cost a bit, 
too!” 

What keeps Davies at 


the top of his game is that he 
has never fallen into complacency. 

The comic, who has been a 
regular panellist for the past 11 
years on BBC2’s wonderfully 
inventive panel show, 01, observes 
that “you must never sit on your 
laurels”. 

“Good comedians never come off 
the stage punching the air and 
shouting ‘I rule, baby!’. They say 
‘That was OK’. 

“Recently I met the magician 
David Copperfield, who does 600 
shows a year. He told me ‘I’m never 
satisfied with my performance. I 
always think I could have done it 
better.’ ” 

The marvellous news is that 
Davies shows no sign of wanting to 
take another break from stand-up.

I don't find it arduous 
at all.

Now he’s got the taste for it 
again, he doesn’t want to stop. 

“I love stand-up,” beams the 
comedian, who has released two 
successful stand-up DVDs, Urban 
Trauma and Life Is Pain. 

“And I really like touring -1 get a 
big kick out of it. I don’t find it 
arduous at all. It’s that or a 
17-hour day looking after toddlers, 
which is much more difficult. 

“Stand-up is a doddle 
comparatively. You go around the 
country making people laugh. It’s 
a really nice thing to do. 

“I was talking to [comedian] 

Rich Hall recently. He’s 58 and still 
enjoys touring. 

“I remember going to see Bill 
Cosby at the Royal Albert Hall in 
London. 

“He was in his 60s. He did an 
amazing two-and-a-half-hour 
show and received a standing 
ovation. Absolutely inspiring. 

“Let’s see where I am in 20 years’ 
time, but I know I’ve still got a long 
way to go.” 

Davies closes by reflecting on 
how lucky he feels. “Having been 
away from stand-up for so long, I 
initially returned to it rather 
unwillingly. 

“But now I count my blessings, 
which is something you don’t 
always do when you’re younger. 

“I went to Sweden in 2012 with 
the 01 producer John Lloyd to 
watch a recording of their version 
of 01. They had also asked me to do 
a stand-up show. I said ‘Really? 

Will they get it?’. 

“But sure enough, the Swedish 
audience understood every word 
and were loudly enthusiastic. 

“Afterwards John said to me 
‘Every night people laugh and clap 
and leave happy. It’s not a bad job, 
is it?’. 

“I said ‘It’s a great job’.”

City restaurant next step in 
'bringing Kent to the world' 


T HE Ambrette empire is 
expanding into 
Canterbury. The 
Margate restaurant that 
changed the way many 
people in east Kent viewed the 
Indian dining experience has 
already established a second venue 
in Rye, East Sussex, and now chef 
patron Dev Biswal has announced 
The Ambrette @ Canterbury. 

His approach to cuisine involves 
a “curry-free menu” of south 
Indian-style dishes using locally- 
sourced seasonal ingredients, all 
with a modern twist. 

Now he has secured the site of 
the former Beer Cart Arms in the 
cathedral city. Refurbishment has 
started ahead of an expected 
opening next month. 

“We secured the site at the end of 
last year, but there’s a lot of work to 
do,” said Biswal. 

“Licensed premises are very 
hard to come by in Canterbury city 
centre - there are strict regulations 
and it’s not easy to find them. 

“From a business point of 
view, it was a natural progression 
- we have 5,000 followers in the 
Canterbury area.” 

Biswal’s first two Ambrette 
restaurants have been recommended 
by leading guides including 
Michelin, AA, Waitrose Good Food 
and Harden’s, while an impressive 
haul of accolades includes Taste of 
Kent’s Best Restaurant award. 
While Canterbury represents the

next stage in the development of 
the Ambrette experience, it is 
Biswal’s views of Margate, where it 
all started, that are perhaps most 
interesting. 

Despite his restaurant there 
soon earning a positive reputation 
among the local lovers of all things 
spice, there were suggestions that 
the town, which had suffered 
economically for such a long time,

might be struggling to hold such a 
venture and its chef patron could be 
about to depart for resorts new. 

Biswal scotches the idea, however. 

“That was never the case,” he 
said. “Margate, in fact, is our 
biggest restaurant in terms of the 
number of customers we get. 

“The opening of Turner [arts 


centre Turner Contemporary] has 
changed everything. We are 
getting a different type of customer 
- the sort of people who appreciate 
fine art, for example. 

“Margate is being viewed more 
and more as a destination town 
and we have always strived 
ourselves to be a destination 
restaurant - some people travel 
here all the way from Dartford.” 

And, doubtless, from London, 
which could be of considerable help 
when Biswal takes The Ambrette 
to the capital. Because that, 
ultimately, is where he is considering 
as further ground for growth, but 
not before Sevenoaks, Tunbridge 
Wells and Brighton are all brought 
under the umbrella. 

“I want to consolidate in the 
South East first before moving into 
London, where it’s a big market 
and easy to get lost. 

“I want to establish the brand 
in Kent and then showcase the 
county’s produce further afield. 

Our motto is ‘Bringing Kent to the 
world’.” 

But first things first and that 


move to the cathedral city. 

“Canterbury is a fantastic 
historic town with a great food 
heritage and perfect demographics 
for my style of cooking,” said 
Biswal, who had been looking for 
premises to open a restaurant 
there after three successful pop-up 
restaurant events at the Kent & 
Canterbury Club in October 2012. 

Open to both members and the 
general public, the eight-course 
tasting menu at both lunch and 
dinner sold out almost immediately. 

Canterbury will also serve as a 
training and development site, 
with centralised production of 
marinades and sauces. 

And the east Kent ambition 
doesn’t end there, with plans to 
open a fourth restaurant between 
Canterbury and Margate focusing 
on seafood and vegetarian 
cooking, with the emphasis on 
gluten- and allergen-free foods. 

The Ambrette @ Canterbury 
will have seating for some 100 
diners - a larger operation than 
both Margate and Rye. 

“We plan to explore all-day 
dining with an Indian accent and 
offer breakfast and afternoon teas,” 
said Biswal. 

The aspiration shows no sign of 
fading. And there are few, you can 
be sure, who will be complaining.

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The Dirty Habit 

Location: Hollingboume

W E actually popped in 
to The Dirty Habit in 
Hollingboume, near 
Maidstone, one 
afternoon by chance 
for a quick drink on the way home. 
And were very glad we did! 

This historic pub sits at the bottom 
of the North Downs and is directly on 
the ancient pilgrimage route to 
Canterbury. 

The original site was evidently 
home to some enterprising 11th- 
century monks who sold their 
homebrewed ale to thirsty travellers. 
The monks have long since departed, 


but the pub that now stands on the 
site has much the same business 
model... only a bit more upmarket. 

With its wooden panelling, stone 
floors, comfy chairs and imposing 
bar, The Dirty Habit makes you feel 
welcome straight away. It feels right. 
It has real character and history 
oozing from its walls, rather than 
painted on, like some places. 

In fact our afternoon visit left us so 
impressed that we booked a table for 
the following night... and we were 
not disappointed. 

Despite being early in the week, 
the pub was busy with the sort of 



buzz you get in places where people 
are enjoying each other’s company. 

For starters we went for king 
prawns with a lemon mayonnaise 
and crispy-duck pancakes with 
spring onions and hoi-sin sauce. The 
prawns were succulent and meaty, 
while the duck pancakes were quite 
simply delicious and it was only some 
pretty fancy fork work that saw me 
fight off repeated raids from the other 
side of the table. 

Our main courses were Moroccan 
lamb burger, tabbouleh, chips, spicy 
harrissa and yoghurt, and guinea 
fowl with fresh vegetables and new 
potatoes. The latter was well cooked 
and moist, with its flavour allowed to 


take centre stage by the sweet and 
earthy vegetables. 

An interesting twist, the lamb 
burger was a delight. The tabbouleh 
provided a zing to the meal, while 
the harrissa gave it a bit of kick, 
neither overpowering the flavour of 
the tender lamb burger itself. Light 
eaters please note, this was a very 
generously-sized meal. 

For dessert, my wife went for her 
‘favourite’, describing her vanilla 
creme brulee with shortbread biscuit 
as delicious. I’m not a big brulee fan 
myself, but the tiny bite of shortbread 
biscuit I was allowed to try was very 
nice. Having enjoyed my burger, I 
decided to bow out of a dessert. 


To finish, we ordered an espresso 
and a latte and reflected on a 
wonderful meal, in a beautiful 
building, with attentive service. We 
had not planned to go to The Dirty 
Habit, but will be going again soon 
and would advise you do, too... you 
won’t be disappointed. 

Our meal - including pre-dinner 
drinks, a bottle of Aussie Shiraz, two 
starters, two mains, a dessert and 
coffees - came to £77. Not bad, 
considering the quality of the food 
and the character of the pub itself.

f HILE football fans 
worldwide will be cele¬ 
brating the start of the 
FIFA World Cup this 
month, for employers 
rather closer to home it could prove 
something of a headache.

“Having an open dialogue with 
staff prior to the start of the tourna¬ 
ment would give employers the op¬ 
portunity to work with staff, lay 
down expectations and, where possi¬ 
ble, build in a flexible approach to 
working hours which were accepta¬ 
ble to the business. 

“Agree to allow employees to show 
up a little later, say at 10am, rather 
than have them all start to make 
excuses and not turn up at all.

Plans for multi-million-pound 
leisure complex still on track 


PROPOSALS for a new leisure centre, swim¬ 
ming pool and primary school on the site of a 
former household waste tip near Hythe have 
taken another step forward through being giv¬ 
en the nod by councillors. 

Cabinet members on Shepway District Couc- 
nil have voted to continue with the project at 
Princes Parade in Seabrook. 

At the heart of the scheme is a £7.5 million 
swimming pool and leisure centre. 

Built alongside the pool will be a new school to 
replace Seabrook Primary School and parkland 
designed to open up the setting of the canal. 

Up to 36 homes are also proposed. 

The cabinet has now given the go-ahead for 
further investigations into the project, includ¬ 
ing a public exhibition which took place on 
Thursday.

BRAZIL has had precious little to 
cheer in the months leading up 
to the World Cup, due to a 
problematic economy combining 
with anger from the country’s 
people at the huge costs involved 
of staging both the World Cup and 
the 2016 Olympic Games. 

With the streets of Rio divided 
between the wealthy and poverty- 
stricken, it can provide for an 
uncomfortable environment. 

Unsurprisingly, it is hoped this 
tournament will boost the nation’s 
flagging business numbers. 

Its economy grew a mere 0.2 
per cent in the first quarter of 2014. 

The Brazilian Institute of 
Geography and Statistics is equally 
gloomy for the future, lowering its 


economic growth expectations. 

President Dilma Rousseff is 
seeking re-election later this year 
and is hoping the World Cup will 
boost income from foreign tourists. 

But with the central bank 
keeping its key interest rate at an 
eye-watering 11 per cent, inflation 
is still running at 6 per cent. 

These figures have only fanned 
the flames of discontent among 
some Brazilians angry at the costs 
spent on new stadiums and 
infrastructure. 

Business investment also fell 
2.1 per cent in the first quarter, the 
biggest drop in two years. 

Brazil is South America’s biggest 
economy and the world’s seventh 
largest.

“Of course, many employers love 
watching the matches, too, but they 
have a business to run and they will 
need all their staff to perform at their 
best at all times, especially in these 
tough economic times. 

“A good degree of understanding 
on both sides can avoid needless 
confrontations that could potentially 
affect the morale of other members of 
staff that may not be as keen on the 
World Cup. 

“Celebrating success on the pitch 
or commiserating defeat together can 
prevent any possible breakdown in 
relationships. 

“A boss doesn’t want their staff to 
phone in sick after every match be¬ 
cause they have overdone the fun 
times. At the same time, employees 
don’t want to be hard at work and 
then hear the boss has failed to show 
up for the same reasons. 

“So long as employer and employee 
work together, a well-run business 
should glide through Brazil 2014 
without concerns.” 

And now the Advisory, Concilia¬ 
tion and Arbitration Service (Acas) 
has taken action to ensure fair play. 


It said the main bones of conten¬ 
tion would be requests for holiday, 
taking sick days and using work com¬ 
puters to watch games. 

The organisation said: “Overall, 
flexibility from both employers and 
employees throughout the World Cup 
period is key to a productive business

and engaged workforce. 

“Before the start of the World Cup

TV during these events. By working 
together, both employers and employ¬ 
ees will understand the needs of each 
party. 

“But in challenging times, a more 
flexible approach - for example to 
working hours or annual leave - may 
not always be possible as the employ¬ 
er will need to maintain a certain 
working level.” 

Drinking, or the effects of drinking, 
can see some people take their eye off 
the ball at work and Acas said: “Some 
people may like to participate in a 
drink or two while watching the 
match or even may go to the pub to 
watch a match live. 

“It is important to remember that 
anyone caught drinking at work or 
found to be under the influence of al¬ 
cohol in the workplace could be sub¬ 
ject to disciplinary procedures. 

“There may be a clear no-alcohol 
policy at work and employees may 
leed a reminder.” 

As ever, common sense lies at the 
heart of ensuring both staff and man¬ 
agement can all enjoy the football in 
Brazil. 

And, you never know, perhaps 
England will prove the biggest sur¬ 
prise of all and actually get past the 
quarter-finals.

EKC shifts curriculum off campus, giving students opportunity to work with top businesses

EAST Kent College (EKC) is to set up a 
new satellite site at the former Pfizer 
headquarters in Sandwich. 

The move comes as the college 
prepares to embark on a new era 
following its success in taking over 
the Folkestone and Dover campuses 
of K College. 

Both sites become part of EKC in 
time for the start of the next academ¬ 
ic year in September. 

As part of preparations to boost its 
offerings, the college will establish 
the new centre at the Discovery 
Park, and in doing so shift the teach¬ 
ing of its science curriculum to the 
business park. 

Students and staff will have the op¬ 
portunity to use industry-standard 
laboratories and work alongside the 
growing community of science- 
based companies at the site. 

In addition, it will relocate its 
70-strong corporate-services team, 
which includes finance, IT, human 
resources and marketing. 

EKC says the move will ensure its 
three campuses - Broadstairs and 
those in Dover and Folkestone, for 
which it takes over responsibility 
from K College in August - will be of 
equal status. 

As part of the deal, EKC will take 
5,390 sq ft of office and training 
space within the site’s Innovation 
House and 893 sq ft of laboratory 
space at Discovery Park. 

The vacated rooms and offices at 
the Broadstairs campus will be used 
for other training and education. 

Graham Razey, principal of EKC, 
said: “This move marks an impor¬ 
tant step in our plans to create a 
further education college that truly 
reflects our commitment to serving 


the whole of east Kent. We hope it 
sends a strong message to students, 
their parents and businesses that 
East Kent College is determined to 
deliver for this part of the county. 


“No single campus will be seen as 
the head office or have a higher 
priority than the others, and we 
believe this will be very positive for 
the 550 staff working at the three 


campuses, as well as for the commu¬ 
nities they each serve.” 

The decision was welcomed by 
Paul Barber, managing director of 
Discovery Park. 


He said: “Discovery Park is a place 
where many businesses already col¬ 
laborate and benefit from each other’s 
expertise. 

“East Kent College will be a fan¬ 


tastic addition to our community.” 

Mr Razey added: “Having looked 
at a number of possible locations, it 
was quickly very clear that Discov¬ 
ery Park offered the best option in 
terms of location, quality and cost. 

“As well as accessing the science 
facilities, it will also present an excel¬ 
lent opportunity for East Kent Col¬ 
lege to establish links with the 80 or 
so businesses already at Discovery 
Park and demonstrate what we offer 
in terms of training, as well as 
student placements and apprentice¬ 
ships.” 

East Kent College will complete 
the move of its management team to 
Discovery Park by August. 


COMFORT: Deal to London via Bayliss 

New City coach route 
cheaper than by train 

COMMUTERS from east Kent have 
another option opening up to them after 
a coach firm started a new daily service 
to London. 

Bayliss Executive Travel is looking to 
offer a more cost-effective route to the 
capital, undercutting that of rail firm 
Southeastern. 

It comes amid growing concerns from 
commuters that they are being priced 
off trains as the Government continues 
its shift to ensure rail network costs are 
met more by the users rather than the 
public purse. 

Kent has seen prices soar over recent 
years, with many suggesting that the 
above-inflation price hikes, when 
salaries are not rising, is forcing them 
out of their jobs. 

The new weekday service begins in 
Deal at 5.45am and heads via 
Canterbury with stop-offs en route. 

Managing director Alistair Bayliss 
said: “It’s better value for money than 
the train. I hate to put it in those terms, 
but we are cheaper, by a significant 
amount per month.” 

The service stops at multiple points 
along its route from Deal to the Albert 
Embankment and takes about one hour 
and 45 minutes from start to final stop. 
The equivalent train journey is, say 
Bayliss bosses, just “minutes faster”. 

The coach back to Kent departs from 
the Albert Embankment at 5pm. 

Mr Bayliss said: “The feedback we 
have had so far has been very good. 

“We are in it to offer an alternative to 
people who have been ripped off by the 
train service. 

“We are also trying to make people’s 
daily lives a bit easier.”

Work begins on £6m 
city care home project

completion in the summer of 2015. 

A groundbreaking ceremony took place 
at the end of last month. 

Penny Halliday, Sanctuary’s head of 
development, commercial, said: “This is a 
forward-thinking project set to provide 
much-needed residential and dementia 
care for older people in this part of Kent.” 

Canterbury City Council elected 
member Tony Austin said: “Both during 
and after construction, the employment 
created by the new care home will also be 
most welcome to the district.” 


Gallagher digs deep as it 
develops quarry site 

MAIDSTONE engineering firm Gallagher 
Group has splashed out £5 million on 
equipment for use at its Hermitage Quarry 
site, close to junction five of the M20. 

The site had been subject to an ongoing 
battle by campaigners, who had fought to 
prevent further quarrying and destruction of 
ancient woodland. 

However, work was given the go-ahead 
and Gallagher is now investing heavily with 
new loading shovels, tipping and dump 
trucks and a crusher. 

Nick Yandle, the group's chief executive, 
said: “With the construction economy 
showing signs of a concerted upturn, 
particularly in residential development, and 
with Hermitage Quarry the county’s last 
source of high-quality Kentish ragstone, now 
is the right time to upgrade our equipment as 
we extend the quarry.’’ 


Council vows to fight on 
in bid to save M&S store 

GRAVESHAM Borough Council has reacted 
with dismay at the announced closure of the 
Marks and Spencer store in the town centre. 

Business is being transferred to 
Bluewater and Hempstead Valley. 

The company said every effort was being 
made to move all 63 Gravesend jobs to 
these new-look stores. 

A council spokesman said: “Now does 
not seem to be the time to withdraw from a 
town on the brink of huge opportunities. 

“Gravesham council will be making 
strong representations to M&S 
management and offering employees 
support in their efforts to retain the New 
Road store. We believe that there is a strong 
case to retain, or even expand, M&S’s 
presence in Gravesend.”

BY now we should all be sick of hearing of 
‘double-dip recessions’ and the ‘credit crunch’. 

Luckily this isn’t another announcement 
about how we are all doomed; in fact it’s a 
tale about how a company in the late 1920s 
managed to increase its profits by 30 per cent 
during the American Great Depression. 

The company was Kellogg’s and its success 
during this period can be credited to one thing:

UK now a driving force 


Steve Loader looks at our once-under-threat motor industry and finds that 
it is in rude health and could, by 2017, be producing two million cars a year

A S commentators combed 
the wreckage of our 
recession-ravaged 
economy in 2008, it was 
widely agreed that 
Britain had been foolish to rely on 
the so-called excellence of its 
financial and service sectors. 

What was needed, they said, was a 
more balanced economy, promoting 
the revival of Britain’s 
manufacturing sector. 

But doom-mongers were quick to 
respond with: “Too late. It’s gone 
-just look at the motor industry.” 

Six years on and this despair has 
been disproved; UK manufacturing 
output has risen steadily since last 
autumn, often exceeding monthly 
forecasts and usually up by almost 
3 per cent against the same month in 
2013. 

And the once-maligned motor 
industry is performing heroics. 
Admittedly, it is mostly foreign- 
owned, but its factories create jobs 
onsite and in their suppliers’ plants 
as well as generating badly-needed 
exports. 

Autocar magazine marked its 
120th anniversary by insisting that 
the British car industry was stronger 
now than at any time in those 120 
years, and on course to produce 
more than two million cars a year by 
2017, beating the record of 1.92 
million in 1972 and the 1.57m 
forecast for 2014. 

Britain also recently overtook 
France to become Europe’s third- 
biggest car-producer after Germany 
and Spain. 

The motor-industry mouthpiece, 
the Society of Motor Manufacturers 


and Traders (SMMT), has 
calculated what all these cars are 
worth to the UK economy, too: 

£60 billion in 2012, or 3 per cent 
of the UK economy and £31 billion 
in exports - 10 per cent of all UK 
exports. 

Autocar editor Chas Hallett said 
the UK motor industry was on its 
knees in 1982, building just 
887,000 cars a year, due to a lack 
of top-flight engineers, poor 
training after the Second World 
War and crippling divisions in 
British society, but he added: 

“It has taken nearly 30 years 
but the industry is now in the best 
shape it’s ever been and is a vitally 
important part of the country’s 
wider economy. 

“Britain has one of the richest 
heritages of all when it comes to 
car design and manufacture and 
the UK is now a genuine world 


force when it comes to pioneering, 
innovation and engineering.” 

Current big investors include: 
Jaguar Land Rover, owned by the 
Indian TATA conglomerate and 
readying an all-new compact 
executive Jaguar to rival the 
all-conquering BMW 3 Series; 
BMW, itself expanding MINI 
production at the former Morris 
site in Oxford; and Nissan, 
spending £250 million on its 
Sunderland factory, which became 
the first brick in the rebuilding of 
the UK motor industry when it 
opened in 1984. 

The Japanese marque is 
expanding the site to build cars for 
its premium Infiniti brand, adding 
to existing Nissan-badged volumes 
of the hugely successful Qashqai 
and Juke crossover models and 
Leaf electric car. 

Another Japanese marque, 


Honda, produces its three key 
models here at Swindon: the Jazz 
supermini, CR-V SUV and Civic 
family hatchback range. 

The third big Japanese 
contributor to UK motor industry 
success is Toyota: the world No 1 
car-maker set up a site near Derby 
in 1989 and now makes its Auris 
family hatchback and bigger 
Avensis family car there. 

And while Vauxhall’s UK 
presence was threatened a few 
years ago, when American parent 
General Motors looked to cut costs, 
UK plants at Ellesmere Port and 
Luton have fought back: the 
former has been confirmed 
as the production site for the 
next-generation Astra family 
hatch - it produces the current car 
- while Luton has begun 
production of the second- 
generation Vivaro van.

M Y head reverberated for 
a week when I drove 
the latest Hyundai ilO. 

So it was noisy and 
unrefined, then? Not a 

bit of it. 

The reverberation was my head 
repeating: “What a transformation 
- it’s even better than the old one.” 

The Korean marque nailed the 
city-car game with the original ilO 
(2008-13), a brilliant car born into 
the Hyundai line-up from nothing, 
unless you recall the quite awful 
Atoz, axed in the UK from 2001. 

Admittedly, the Mark 1 ilO looked 
slightly bizarre, being styled to fit 
four people, give them an entry door 
each... and not much else. 

However, even if the occupants 
looked like they were wearing the 
ilO rather than riding in it, this little 
car was outstanding in so many 
ways. 

It was cheap to buy, fuel and 
insure and there was even a low- 
emission road-tax-exempt version 
later. 


It also drove surprisingly well, 
with lively engine options, 
responsive handling and town-car 
verve plus decent motorway 
refinement. Considering its short 
wheelbase, the ride wasn’t bad, either. 

Typically generous specifications 
and Hyundai’s comprehensive 
five-year/unlimited-mileage 
warranty also helped, as did the then 
Government’s grant-aided Scrappage 
scheme, a wrong-headed policy that 
doomed many perfectly good used 
cars to the crusher, while many 
wrecks carried on. 

It won’t have bothered Hyundai, 
though: Scrappage and the 
appealing ilO catapulted the brand 
and its volumes into the big time 
with UK buyers and enabled an 
overhaul of its dealership network. 

Can the new ilO deliver another 
quantum leap for Hyundai? Unlikely, 
because there is so much more city- 
car competition now and no 
cock-eyed Government scheme to 
help this time - though never rule 
this out where politicians are 
concerned. 

Toyota, Peugeot and Citroen 
will soon launch their new 
trio of city car clones, 
while the VW group 
has its own 
impressive 
threesome 
-the VW 
Up, SEAT 
Mii and 
Skoda 
Citigo. 
But 

the new 
ilO 
(from 
£8,495) 
cannot 
fail to 


consolidate and build Hyundai’s 
market position, especially as it 
improves all of its predecessor’s 
good points and gains style - 
people bought the old ilO for its 
good sense, but it had no street 
cred. 

As ever, though, Hyundai and 
partner brand Kia learn with every 
car generation they build; the 
former’s research showed that 
would-be city-car-buyers wanted 
more style as well as functionality 
- a tall order at this end of the car 
market - so the new ilO is lower and 
sleeker. 

As with other recent Hyundais, it 
also has a more premium feel about 
the cabin, there’s even more space 
than before thanks to a longer 
wheelbase, though the car is also 
slightly bigger on the outside, too, 
the seats are better, all fixtures and 
materials are of higher quality and 
the 252-litre boot plus 1,046-litre 
‘seats down’ load capacities are 
among the biggest in class. 

You also get proper wind-up 
windows in the back - electric on 
anything but the entry-level ‘S’ 
model - when many rivals have 
turned the clock back and installed 
pop-out rear glass. 

But it’s out on the road that the ilO 
impresses most of all. It’s an even 
better all-rounder than before, with 
lively 1.0- and 1.2-litre petrol 
engines and exceptional refinement 
and ride quality for the sector, plus 
good handling. 

The test car was the best-selling 
87bhp 1.2 SE, sneaking below the 
psychologically important 10 grand 
mark - though you might blow that 
by adding alloys at £225. 

Buy one and the only worry you 
will have is those voices in your 
head...

Public holds court as tennis is 
brought to the nation (all of it) 


T HERE was a time when 
much of this country 
would go into some kind of 
collective meltdown after 
another risible national 
showing at Wimbledon. When, the 
chattering masses whickered, would 
we ever win the thing? 

They were, of course, talking about 
the men’s singles title, but Andy 
Murray’s victory in July last year, 
when he became the first Brit for 77 
years to win it, rested such gnashing 
of teeth, although what the dinner¬ 
party set will make of it all should 
Scotland vote for independence later 
this year is anyone’s guess. 

No matter, Wimbledon is almost 
upon us again and this week Scots¬ 
man Murray has fared well at the 
French Open in Paris. 

All of which bodes well for this 
year’s series of Great British Tennis 
Weekends, the first of which took 
place last month; three are to follow. 

The weekends are set up by the 
Lawn Tennis Association and the 
Tennis Foundation, the country’s 
leading tennis charity, with a view to 
engaging the Great British public 
with the sport. 

Tudor Rowe is Kent’s tennis devel¬ 
opment manager and happy to ex¬ 
plain the thinking behind the project. 

“Basically, it’s a national campaign 
to get more people playing tennis 
more often at venues throughout the 
country. Just in Kent alone, there 
were 30 open days delivered on the 
first weekend, with 90 across all four 
- and it’s still going up. There’s a 
growing momentum that raises 
awareness about the sport. 

“The weather helps, of course, and 
a new website has enabled people to 
find what is happening locally for 
them, so they can book for the whole 
family - we had 750 booked in for 
that first weekend.’’ 

Although there is of course the 
hope, however quietly spoken, that 
the free-of-charge weekends might 
help develop world-conquering tal¬ 
ent, it is clear that the ambition to 
involve people at all levels of age, soci¬ 
ety and fitness is uppermost. 

There is cardio tennis to music 
(“just about getting energy levels up 
and burning calories - you don’t have 
to be tennis-player”), mini or tots’ 
tennis, disability tennis and Tennis 
Xpress, along with the opportunity 
for more conventional coaching. 

“They are all just different ways of 
getting people to start tennis and 
growing our base,” said Rowe. 

“Children can play from as young 
as three, where it’s just about move¬ 
ment skills, agility, balance and 
awareness of the body, and it goes all 
the way up to grandparents who play 
the game. There are players repre¬ 
senting the county’s senior teams at 
the age of 75 - you can’t say that 
about boxing or rugby.”

go, especially when we know where 
we can try out the game for free and 
we’ve learnt what follow-on offers, 
such as trial memberships or reduced 
rates, there might be. 

“Once families have been attracted 
to try it out, they might want to take 
it further,” said Rowe. 

And those families are not exposed 
to the full rigours of tennis immedi¬ 
ately. Low-compression balls, for ex¬ 
ample, allow even adult beginners to 
feel their way into the sport. 

“It’s almost a sponge ball - much 
slower,” said Rowe. “Once you have 
success with that and get a feel for it, 
you can move up in hardness until 
you’re comfortable rallying from the 
back of the court. 

“The worst thing for people starting 
out with the standard balls would be 
to spend their entire time picking them 
up - they might as well be playing golf.” 


This is the first full year of Great 
British Tennis Weekends, following 
last year’s pilot scheme, which built 
on Murray’s triumph at Wimbledon. 

“Parks were chosen to attract peo¬ 
ple on the back of Murray’s success,” 
said Rowe. “It’s bigger and better this 
year, with the four weekends run¬ 
ning through the summer - we’re 
capitalising on this time.” 

Of the 750 who booked for the May 
weekend, some 500 turned up. It’s 
not a bad hit rate, but it’s difficult to 
determine the exact figures. 

“We’re reliant on the venues to track 
them accurately. We ask them to pro¬ 
vide an event summary from the first 
weekend as to how many people 
came along and signed up to come 
again, and whether they’re doing 
mini, cardio, Xpress or whatever.” 

Rowe stresses that he’s on the 
“development side of things” rather

than performance but, if pushed, will 
offer his thoughts on the state of the 
game in this country. 

“We do very well internationally at 
junior level and we’ve won the junior 
version of the Davis Cup. 

“There’s kind of a pathway develop¬ 
ing through performance centres to 
high-performance centres, then inter¬ 
national high-performance centres. 
This is starting to bear fruit, with play¬ 
ers like Kyle Edmund and Heather 
Watson, but it is a journey to get there. 

“The average age of the top 100 
players is 26, so it’s a quite journey to 
get to that level and acquire the weap¬ 
onry to compete there. 

“The pathway was established in 
2006, when Roger Draper was chief 
executive of the LTA and the blue¬ 
print evolved when Michael Downey 
came in and made some tweaks. 

“You might play at school or in a 
park that has a link to a club. Then, if 
you’re enthusiastic or have an ability 
for the game, you might compete local¬ 
ly and go on to a performance centre.” 

In Kent, there are such centres 
at Parklangley in Beckenham; West 
Heath in Sevenoaks; Bromley; and 
Polo Farm, near Canterbury. 


All well and good, but there’s a defi¬ 
nite cluster in the north-west and 
metropolitan belt. Canterbury ac¬ 
cepted, isn’t there more that could be 
done in the east of the county? 

“There’s a new indoor centre at¬ 
tached to Tides at Deal, which both 
the LTA and the local authority have 
invested in - it’s really buzzing,” said 
Rowe. 

It’s difficult to dispute that the 
game is being taken forward, but 
there’s still that awkward fact that 
few British players make the leap 
from success at junior level to com¬ 
peting at the highest echelons. 

“I think the journey to the top is 
longer than people anticipate and 
you guys [the media] get excited, but 
there’s a very different environment 
between the junior and senior tours. 

“I don’t think it’s a lack of commit¬ 
ment - it’s more that to get to the top 
of any sport you’re not going to get 
hundreds and hundreds reaching 
that level. There are more people at 
the base and they’re not all aspiring 
to be superstars.” 

A frequent charge levelled at tennis 
in this country is that its middle-class 
image has hindered the development 


of potential talent from all levels of so¬ 
ciety. It’s something Rowe acknowl¬ 
edges, but he stresses that progress is 
being made in this area. 

“It’s definitely changing, especially 
with the LTA focus on community 
park sites. Many people’s first taste of 
tennis is in their local park clubs - it’s 
far less stuffy now and there’s not the 
all-whites rule, for example. 

“In many places, you can be paying 
less than £2 a week to play. There are 
different products now and they’re 
linking in with leisure centres. 

“We’re trying to listen to the con¬ 
sumers about what they want. We 
have to attract them and retain them 
- those are the two biggies. The Active 
Sport Survey by Sport England showed 
we’re punching above our weight.” 

And that flush of quality English 
players - when might we expect that? 

“There’s not a magic bullet. A path¬ 
way for players is being worked out, 
but it takes time - it’s as simple as that.”
